Tree  Planting. 

The  judicious  planting  of  trees  on  the 
street  in  our  town  is  a  matter  that  should 
l>e  geticfallyVncourageti. 

Every  one  owning  property  should  see 
that  they  are  planted  on  their  street  so  as 

to  ujjtiio  our  town  as  attrootivooo  poooibl. 

The  trees  planted  pn  each  street  should 
la?  as  nearly  as  possibletof  uniform  growth 
as  all  streets  look  better  by  havitig  trees 
of  about  Ihe  same  height. 

The  best  varieties  foi  this  locality  are 
the  Sugar,  Norway,  English  a$d  Silver 
Maple*  and  American  Linden.  Because 
of  the  rax  ages  of  the  worm,  Elms  should 
hot  ho  planted.  The  Sugar  and  English 
Maple*  make  about  the  same  growth  the 
Norway*  are  slower  and  the  Silver  about 
double  the  growth  of  the  others  In  the 
same  tim«.  but  is  not  so  desirable  a  tree. 

The  English  and  Norway  have  large 
dark  green  foliage,  the  Silver  smaller  and 
lighter  colored. 

The  Sugar  every  one  knows.  The  Amer¬ 
ican  Linden  is  large-leaved,  a  rapid  grow-^ 
er  ati'l  makes  a  fine  tree,  larger  than  the 

’Maples. 

\t  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Cominit- 
t«-e  of  th«  Village  Improvement  Associa- 
t  loti  I, rid  on  Wednesday  evening,  the  mat- 
t-  r  of  tree  planting  was  under  cousidera- 
t.on  and  was  referred  to  a  Committee.  A 
w inference  with  Mr.  Dailey  resulted  in 
his  offering  to  plant  trees,  nursery  grown, 
well  headed  and  guaranteed  for  one  sea¬ 
son,  at  the  following  prices,  10  to  12  feet 
high  il.2o  each,  12  to  14  feel  high  $1.50 
each.

Montclair  Townahip  Matter*. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Montclair  1  own- 
ship  Committee  Tuesday  evening,  the 
Health  Board  was  organized  for  the  year. 
Thomas  Russell  was  chosen  Chairman ; 
Dr.  William  B.  Berry.  Town  Physician ; 
Robert  B.  Harris,  Sectetnry;  Dr.  J  Spen¬ 
cer  Brown,  Health  In»|«4Tor.  Dr.  J.  W. 
Pink  ham  said  that  there  had  been  six 
i-asee  of  typhoid  fever  between  Fullerton 
avenue,  and  Plymouth  street,  and  that 
another  case  was  In  the  family  of  Mr.  Tur¬ 
ner.  residing  on  Plymouth  street.  This 
case  was  caused  by  underground  water, 
which  he  was  Inclined  to  believe  was  Im¬ 
pregnated  with  this  poison.  Dr  Brown 
was  Instructed' to  make  an  analysis  of  the 
water.  Dr.  Pinkham  also  called  the  at¬ 
tention  of  the  committee  to  the  sinking  of 
wells,  from  which  ths  proposed  water  sup¬ 
ply  was  to  be  procured.  They  were  now 
sinking  test  wells  on  Watchung  avenue, 
and  he  had  been  informed  that  a  large 
number  of  small  houses  were  to  be  erect¬ 
ed  above  this  point  He  recommended 
that  the  wells  be  sunk  at  a  place  where 
there  were  a  few  or  not  any  houses,  and 
where  none  were  likely  soon  to  be  built. 
When  a  large  qi^tntity  of  water  was 
pumped  from  well®,  they  were  bound  in 
time  to  draw  from  cesspools  and  surface 
water  from  some  distance.  The  wells 
should  be  sunk  further  up  on  the  moun¬ 
tain.  The  committee  decided  to  act  upon 
the  suggestion  of  Dr.  Pinkham. 

The  regular  business  of  the  township 
was  then  taken  up  by  the  committee. 
Chief  Schott,  of  the  Fire  Department,  con¬ 
sented  to  serve  for  another  year.  Peti¬ 
tions  from  the  newly  organized  hose  com¬ 
panies,  asking  for  the  town’s  approval, 
were  received  and  granted.  Mr.  Bartlett 
was  ordered  to  present  to  the  Town  Com¬ 
mittee  hls  plans  and  specifications  for  a 
proposed  new  hose  house  at  the  next  reg¬ 
ular  meeting. 

The  first  fire  alarm  of  the  year,  was 
rung  on  Saturday,  March  26tb,  at  10 :15 
A.  M.,  for  Diet.  No.  2.  The  Department 
promptly  responded,  and  it  was  found  to 
be  *  chimney  fire  in  the  dwelling  house 
on  Bloomfield  avenue  occupied  by  M. 
Kane  [old  Methodist  parsonage].  The 
fire  was  quickly  extinguished  by  the 
Chemical.  Time  on  duty,  one  hour ;  pres¬ 
ent  twenty-officers  and  men.  Foreman 
Crane,  of  Truck,  was  in  command.  For 
the  first  time  neither  the  chief  nor  the  as¬ 
sistant  chief  was  present. 

On  Monday,  March  28,  at  the  regular 
meeting  of  the  M.  H.  «t  L.  Co.  No.  1. 
resolutions  were  adopted  placing  the 
Chemical  engine  In  the  hands  of  five  trus¬ 
tees,  by  a  “  Deed  oi  Trust  ”  who  will  place 
It  with  a  new  organization.  Eighteen 
resignations  were  received  and  accepted, 
so  that  they  might  form  a  hose  company. 

On  the  same  evening  an  organization 
was  perfected  as  “  Montclair  Hose  Co. 

No.  1."  with  the  following  officers  : 
President,  Robt.  B.  Harris;  Vice- Pres., 
James  McDonnough;  Secretary,  Frank 
V.  Ritter;  Treasurer,  Jesse  H.  Lockwood 
Foreman,  Hugh  Mullen;  Assistant  Fore¬ 
man,  Philip  Keller  Jr. 

For  the  present  they  will  hofd  their 
meetings  and  house  their  apparatus  at  the 
Truck  house. 

Stephen  Dodd,  contractor,  while  return¬ 
ing  to  hls  home  from  a  meeting  Tuesday 
evening,  was  attacked  by  two  highwaymen 
on  Grove  street,  who  knocked  him  down 
and  rifled  his  pockets,  securing  $300  in 
cash.  Mr.  Dodd  reported  his  loss  to  the 
Orange  and  Newark  police  stations,  but 
assailants  have  not  as  yet  been  cap¬ 
tured.  A  reward  has  been  offered  for  the 
arrest  of  the  culprits.
